Argentina  second  official  estimate  of  the  1937-38 
are  planted  to  corn  placed  at  15,184,000  acres  as  against 
15,973,000  acres  planted  in  1936-37.  Report  states  40  per- 
cent of  1937-38  planted  acreage  a  total  loss  from  drought 
which  indicates  about  9,000,000  acres  for  harvest  as  com- 
pared with  11,929,000  acres  harvested  in  preceding  season.

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GRAINS 

Winter  sowings  of  "bread  grains 

Estimates  of  the  areas  sown  to  winter  grains  for  harvest  in  1938 
have  been  received  for  only  a  few  countries,  hut  the  totals  reported  to  date 
show  a  slight  decrease  for  both  winter  wheat  and  winter  rye.     The  winter- 
wheat  acreage,  as  reported  for  11  countries,  amounts  to  134,249,000  acres 
as  compared  with  135,058,000  acres  sown  by  the  same  countries  for  harvest 
in  1937.     These  countries  accounted  for  about  50  percent  of  the  estimated 
world  area  last  season,   excluding  China  and  the  Soviet  Union.     The  largest 
increase  is  shown  in  the  Danube  Basin ,  but  Czechoslovakia,  and  Poland  report 
slight  gains.     The  most  marked  decrease  is  in  Canada,  but  tne  area  sown  to 
winter  wheat  in  that  country  is  relatively  unimportant!  and  accounts  for 
less  than  4  percent  of  the  total  wheat  acreage.

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The  area  sown  to  winter  rye  for  the  1938  crop  in  9  countries 
amounts  to  27,989,000  acres,  a  decrease  of  1.7  percent  from  the  comparable 
figure  for  last  .year.     All  the  countries  reporting  show  increases,  how- 
ever, except  Canada  and  the  United  States,  where  reductions  of  35.3  and 
9.5  percent,  respectively,  are  indicated. 

The  Chinese  wheat  and  flour  market 


With  domestic  requirements  of  wheat  curtailed  and  supplies  cn  hand 
considered  sufficient  to  last  until  late  spring,  nc  interest  in  foreign 
wheat  was  displayed  in  the  Shanghai  wheat  and  flour  market  during  the 
month  ended  February  17,  1938,  it  was  reported  by  the  Shanghai  Office  of 
the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics.     Transactions  in  both  wheat  and 
flour  were  at  a  standstill.     Domestic  standard  wheat  was  nominally  quoted 
at  79  cents  a  bushel,  while  domestic  flour  was  $1.29  per  bag  of  49  pounds 
and  Australian,   c.i.f.  Hong  Kong,  $4.36  per  barrel  of  196  pounds.  There 
were  practically  no  arrivals  of  domestic  wheat,  and  stocks  were  estimated 
at  about  650,000  bushels.     Since  the  Chinese  New  Year  (late  January),  only 
two  or  three  mills  have  been  working,  and  these  irregularly,  with  the  re- 
sult that  flour  stocks  were  reduced  to  300,000  bags.     There  was  little  de- 
mand for  flour,  for  export  or  domestic  consumption,  but  local  deliveries 
increased  somewhat  in  late  January,  and  small  shipments  were  made  to  Shan- 
tung and  South  China. 

Heavy  importation  of  Japanese  flour  into. North  China  continued; 
Chinese  mills  there  were  able  to  operate  at  only  a  very  low  level  because 
of  the  scarcity  rf  domestic  wheat  ajad  the  competition  of  imported  flour. 
Under  the  new  tariff  schedule,  effective  January  1938,  imports  of  flour 
into  North  China  are  temporarily  free,  but  the  rate  on  wheat  was  un- 
changed.    High-grade  Japanese  flour  was  quoted  in  Tientsin  at  $1.52  per 
"fag.     It  was  thought  that  other  foreign  flour  could  be  imported  at  a 
price  lower  than  that  paid  for  Japanese  flour,  but  possible  changes  in 
tariff  rates  made  such  purchases  uncertain. 

Imports  of  flour  at  Hong  Kong  were  greatly  increased  because  of 
reduced  shipments  from  Shanghai  into  South  China.     From  July  to  December 
1937,  they  totaled  436,000  barrels  as  against  351, COO  barrels  in  the  cor- 
responding period  of  1936.     The  United  States  supplied  133,000  and  16,C00' 
barrels,   respectively,  of  these  amounts.     Imports  of  flour  into  Manchuria, 
July-December  1537  and  1936,  totaled  336,000  and  750, COO  barrels,  respec- 
tively,  of  which  333,000  and  356,000  barrels  were  from  Ja.van.  Domestic 
milling  was  very  active  in  Manchuria  during  1937,  and  production  was  con- 
siderably larger  than  in  1936. 
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COTTON 

Chinese  mill  activity  at  low  level 

The  Chinese  cotton  manufacturing  industry  continues  to  operate 
at  about  25  percent  of  capacity,  according  to  the  Shanghai  office  of  the 
Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics.     Shanghai  mills,  which  have  been 
operating  at  less  than  20  percent  of  capacity,  are  exoected  to  increase 
operations  somewhat,   but  their  cutlets  to  markets  outside  Shanghai  are 
restricted  "by  military  activities. 

It  is  reported  that  no  provision  has  "been  made  for  additional 
exports  of  raw  cotton  to  Japan  beyond  the  67,000  hales  of  500  pounds  for 
which  Japanese,  import  permits  have  "been  granted.     Arrivals  of  raw  cotton 
at  export  centers  in  China  are  small  at  present.     Should  arrivals  at  ox- 
port  centers  become  available  in  quantity  later,  exports  to  Japan  will 
depend  in  large  degree  on  the  financial  arrangements  which  may  "be  made  to 
facilitate  such  movement.     While  some  "business  can  be  done  in  yen  where 
exchange  is  desired  for  Japanese  goods,   Chinese  farmers  and  traders  are 
generally  unwilling  to  accept  yon  in  payment. 

The  recently  revised  tariff  in  North  China  made  sharp  reductions 
in  import  duties  on  cotton  textiles,  and  abolished  temporarily  the  ex- 
port duty  on  raw  cotton.     These  measures  are  expected  to  benefit  the 
Japanese  textile  industry,  both  as  an  exporter  of  piece  goods  and  an  im- 
porter of  raw  cotton. 

On  February  12,   Chinese  Standard  cotton  at  Shanghai  was  quoted  at 
the  equivalent  of  3.99  cents  per  pound.     Imports  of  foreign  cotton  into 
China  continue  insignificant.

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FPJJITS,  VEGETABLES,  AND  NUTS 

Cuban  vegetable  shipments  smaller 

Exports  of  fresh  vegetables  from  Cuba  to  the  United  States  during 
the  first  3  months  ( November- January)  of  the  1937-38  winter-vegetable 
season  totaled  2,127  cars  (21,498  short  tons)  compared  with  2,288  cars 
(23,082  tons)  in  the  corresponding  period  of  the  1936-37  season  and  2,328 
cars  (22,479  tons)  in  those  months  of  1935-36,   as  reported  by  American 
Consul  Harold  S.  Tewell  at  Habana.    Lima  beans  and  potatoes  are  the  only 
vegetables  of  importance  to  be  shipped  in  larger  quantity  than  last  season 

Arrivals  from  Cuba  during  January  amounted  to  1,033  cars  (10,555 
tons)  or  slightly  more  than  in  January  1937  but  below  the  1,212  cars 
(12,149  tons)  received  in  January  1936.    Vegetables  which  showed  gains 
over  a  year  earlier  were  tomatoes,  green  pappers,  and  potatoes.  Tomato 
exports  to  United  States  markets  in  January  totaled  786  cars  (419,941 
lugs) ,  or  just  slightly  less  than  in  December.    Eggplant  exports  from 
Cuba  to  the  United  States  were  smaller  than  in  January  of  the  past  2  years 
but  were  substantially  larger  than  those  of  December.     Green  peppers  have 
been  leaving  Cuba  in  good  volume.     Okra  exports  were  maintained  at  the 
average  level  for  January  in  other  years  since  the  trade  agreement  became 
effective.    Lima  bean  exports  in  January  were  only  half  as  large  as  those 
in  December,  although  not  much  below  total  shipments  in  that  month  in 
previous  years.     Cuban  cucumbers  moved  to  United  States  markets  in  smaller 
volume  than  in  December  and  also  less  than  in  January  in  other  years. 
A  large  domestic  crop  has  reduced  the  price  of  potatoes  in  Cuba  this  winte 
and  exports  correspondingly  have  increased.

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Mexican  T/est  Coast  exports  of  winter  vegetables  inc rease 

.    Exports  of  tomatoes  and  green  "peppers  from  the  Mexican  Uest  Coast 
were  heavy  in  the  last  half  of  January  and  brought  the  to.tal  of  vegetable 
shipments  for  the  season  above  that  for  the  corresponding  period  of 
1936-37,   states  a  report  fro. a  American  Vice  Consul  Thomas  M.  Powell  at 
Kogales-.    Exports  in  the  last  half  of  January  amounted  to  278  cars 
against  174  in  January  1937  and  181  cars  in  the  same  period  of  1936.  Ex- 
ports in  the  3-month  period  November  through  January,  of  the  current  season 
'have  totalled  733  cars  against  726  ir  1935-37. and  529  cars  in  the  same 
period  of  1935-35.     The  increase  is  greater  than  the  carlo t  shipments  in- 
dicate since  cars  have  been  loaded  somewhat  heavier  this  season.  Exports 
on  a  weight  basis  so  far  this  season  are  about  27  percent  greater  than  in 
the  sane  period  of  1936-37.

Brazilian  exports  of  Brazil-nuts  reduced 

Exports  from  Brazil  of  un shelled  Brazil  nuts  during  the  first.  6 
months  of  1937  amounted  to  4,380  short  tons  as  compared  with  exports,  of 
8,022  and  8,374  tons,   respectively,  during  the  corresponding  periods  of 
1935  and  1935,  states  a  report  from  George  3,  Seltzer,  American  consul, 
at  Para,  Brazil.     Exports  in  1937  showed,  a  decline  of  45  percent  from 
1935  and  48  percent  from  1935.     Exports  of  shelled  Brazil  nuts  held  fairly 
steady.    During  the  first  6  months  of  1937  they  were  1,587  short  tons 
against  1,590  tons  in  the  sane  period  in  1936  and  2,425  .tons  in  1935.  -  The 
United  States,   tne  United  Kingdom,   and  Germany  are  the  principal  outlets 
for  unshelled  nuts.     The  United  States  takes  practically  all  of  the 
shelled  ruts. 

The  decline  in  exports  apparently  was  the  result  of  a  small  crop,  since 
the  receipts  of  Brazil  ruts  at  Para  from  the  interior  in  the  first  6  months 
of  1937  amounted  to  only  11,850  short  tons  against  15,520  tons  in  the 
first  half  of  1936  and  21,544  tons  during  the  same  period  of  1935.
